The shoe factory —the largest in the 
world, all u nder ou e roof, as 
T h e T e l e - ; 
oRAPn has heretofore prou dly su ggested 
—is r o w ready for the machinery , the 
two boilers, engine, shafting and pu llies 
innu merable. At an interv iew with May ­ 
or Warner, chairman of the committee on 
c<» flections, we learn that the gentlemen 
hav ing the donations in charge are mu ch 
embarrassed abou t these day s on accou nt 
of the fact that sev eral of the su bscribers 
to the shoe factory donation fu nd are a 
little backward in pay ing in their assess­ 
ments. This is u nfair. The entire su m 
amou nted to twenty -sev en thou sand two 
hu ndred dollars, and this largo su m has 
all been paid in to Messrs Ilenderssn & 
Co., or agent, ex cept fiv e thou sand dol­ 
lars. There is now du e from su bscribers 
fou r thou sand fou r hu ndred dollars which 
shou ld be paid immediately . All things 
considered ou r people hav e been v ery 
fair and liberal in pay ing in their dona­ 
tions; and now that this is tru e we hope 
for’thc credit of ou r city there will be no 
laggards at the elev enth hou r. There 
were to the fu nd fiv e hu ndred and thirty - 
fou r su bscribers, certainly a largo nu m­ 
ber; and of these all bu t one hu ndred and 
fiv e paid u p in fu ll on the first assess­ 
ment made by the committee hav ing the 
matter in charge. On the second call 
three hu ndred and fifty -fiv e were “ back­ 
ward in coming forward.” 
Two bu n 
dred and six ty -flv e of the su bscribers 
hav e paid in fu ll the total amou nts tnat 
they su bscribed.

set apart for her race. 
A colored man 
can hire a stoic an) where in Atlau ta, for 
ex ample, bu t he can hire a bo'isu only in 
certain qu arters. 
At an au otion sale of 
property in a white locality the au ctioneer 
will ignore the bid of a negro. 
To teach 
a colored school is the worst offence a 
white person can cemmit. 
The real rea­ 
son, it is said, why the teachers of the 
Atlanta and Clark Univ ersities keep their 
children in their own classes Is that the 
sins of their parents wou ld bo v isited u p­ 
on them ii they went to the white schools. 
This feeling is said to bo more bitter than 
it was twenty y ears ago, and more com­ 
mon among the y ou ng than among those 
who remember slav ery . 
In the su mmer 
sessions of the Peabody Institu te, eti­ 
qu ette will not allow the colored teachers 
to sit in the same room with the white 
teachers. 
So ev ery lectu re to the teach­ 
ers mu st be giv en twice.

G. T. Anderson and Hood, of L o n g stm a ’s 
division, after their arriva l fronted O x a t 
Fox's Gap .

Gen. L afayette M eLaws rendered efficient 
aid to the Confederates throu ghou t the whole 
M aryland cam p aign, beginning a t the siege 
of H arp er’s Ferry. 
He also distingu ished 
himself at Fredericksbu rg and afterw ards at 
G ettysbu rg. 
Gen. MeLaws was a Georgian 
and a gradu ate of W est Point in 1843. 
He 
served in the M exican war. 
His active fight­ 
ing life continu ed throu gh the whole of the 
civil w ar, and he su rrendered finally w ith 
Lee in 1865. 
In w hat m ay be called the three G ap fights 
on Bou th M ou ntain th a t Bu nday, Sep tem ber 
14, 1862, the Federal« were in every case act­ 
u ally victoriou s. 
B u t the strategic victory 
w as all on the side of the Confederates. 
T h at day gave tim e for Lee’s scattered forces 
to begin to get together again.

From this elevated p osition the C onfederate 
general H ill gazed on the ap p roach of Mc­ 
Clellan’s arm y in the valley below. 
F a r as 
the eyo cou ld see in the distance, the m arch­ 
ing men came on, colu m n u p on colu mn.

was a grand and gloriou s sp ectacle,” says 
Gen. H ill; “Ilia d never seen so trem endou s 
an arm y before.

N either w as done, al­ 
thou gh McClellan had recom m ended th a t the 
Ferry shou ld Lie abandoned, as it was of no 
g reat strategic im p ortance. 
B u t Gen. Hal-

A D r i n ki n g F o u n ta in . 
The* drinking fountain presented by 
Mr. George W. Childs, of Philadelphia, 
to Stratford-on-Av on, is of polished gran 
lte and Yorkshire freestone, about fifty 
feet in height. 
It combines fountains 
for man. cattle and dogs, and a four dial 
clock to lie illuminated at night, with 
musical chimes. 
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The first hank ev er established woe 
located at Venice, about 1150, and was 
known as “ The Chamber of Leans.” 


Sim ple Method of Artificia l Respira tion. 
The body of the patient is laid on the 
back, with clothes loosened, and the 
mouth and nose wiped. 
Two by standers 
pass their right hands under the body at 
the lev el of the waist, and grasp each 
other’s hands, then raise the body until 
the tips of the fingers and the toes of the 
subject alone touch the ground; count 
fifteen rapidly ; then lower the body fiat 
to the ground, and press the elbows to 
the sides hard; count fifteen again; then 
raise the body again for the same length 
of time; and so on, alternately raising 
and lowering. 
The head, arms and legs 
are to be allowed to dangle down quite 
freely when the body is raised. 
The 
author alleges that this method is most 
successful, and it is so simple that any one 
can jrerform it without any teaching. — 
J , A. Francis in London Medical Record. 


A Chinese B ank Note. 
The oldest bank note in ex istence is 
said to be one now preserv ed in the Asi­ 
atic museum at St. Petersburg. 
Its date 
corresponds to 139 9 13. C. 
It was issued 
by the Chinese gov ernment. 
As early 
as 209 7 13. C. so called bank notes were 
current in China under the name of “ Hy ­ 
ing money . ” 
This note bears the name 
of the Imperial bank, date and number 
of issue, and the signature of a manda­ 
rin, and contains ev en a list of the pun­ 
ishments to be inflicted for forgery of 
notes. 
Tliis relic of 3,200 y ears ago was 
probably written by hand, as the earliest 
record of printing among the Mongo­ 
lians was 160 A. D., when the use of 
wooden 
tablets 
was 
introduced 
into 
China.—New York Mail and Ex press. 


A S T O N I S H I N G S U C C E S S .
